LONDON, July 9.—[Special.]—The cli- 
max in the home rule fight may come to- 
morrow. 

The Ulster provisional government 
leaders will meet in Belfast.

THOUSANDS SLAIN? 


Battle Lines of 65 Miles 
Strewn with Dead; Open 
Way to Capital. 


Douglas, Ariz., July 9.—Telerraphing 
from the governor's palace in the city of 
Guadalajara, Gen. Alvaro Obregon today 
informed F. 8. Elias, border representa- 
tive of the Constitutionalists, that he had 
captured the city Wednesday morning 
and routed 12,000 Federals commanded 
by Gen. Miel, Federal governor of the 
state of Jalisco.

President Wilson and his advisers to 
change important provisions of the pend:

The delegation representing the ass0o- 
ciation has convinced the president that 
it proposes a more effective regulation 
of big business than do the bills pro- 
duced by the professional statesmen. 
The organization was characterized to- 
day by administration leaders as the most 
progressive body of business men in the 
country, and the trade commission bill 
proposed by the Chicago business men 
was pronounced “one of the most pro- 
gressive measures ever presented.to con- 
gress.” 


May Yield Further. 

President Wilson this afternoon con- 
firmed THE TRIBUXE’S report of the con- 
ference yesterday to the effect that he 
had adopted the proposal of the delega- 
tion to eliminate the sections of the Clay- 
ton bill specifying various violations of 
the Sherman law. He also indicated a 
make other concessions 
suggested by the Chicago men.

Sees Analogy in Fraud, 

Mr. Wilson said a ciear analogy is pre- 
sented by the statutes penalizing fraud. 
No lawyer, he said, evor has been able 
to define fraud and yet the courts in spe- 
cific cases determine what is and what is 
not fraudulent. It will be for a trade 
commission to determine what is and 
what is not a fair business method. By 
the elimination of the sections attempt- 
ing to define specific violations of the 


‘Sherman law the possibility of clouding 


that statute will be removed. 
As an illustration of the danger of at- 


| tempting to define unfair business meth- 


ods in a law, the president called atten- 
tion to the practice of creating exclusive 
agencies for commodities. In a small 
town, he sald, an exclusive agency prob- 
ably would preclude competition, but in 
a large city an exclusive agency might 
not amount to a monopoly. This would 
be a matter for the trade commission to 
regulate according to the circumstances. 


Opposes Advance Approval. 
The president said he is opposed to al- 
lowing the trade commission to approve 


tice. That, he asserted, would amount to 
giving an immunity bath. 

The Chicago business men say they do 
not ask this. What they aek isa that when 
the commission passes on a trade practice 
it shall issue an order stating whether 
it approves or disapproves it. Then ep- 
proval by the commission would count 
for as much as dfsapproval in any prose- 
cution -thereafter instituted Dy the gov- 
ernment. 

The arecciation bill proposes a cc mrais- 
sion resembling the interstate commerce 
commission the orders of which would 
have more finality than is contemplated 
by the Newlands bill. Under the pending 
measure the attorney general holds most 
of the power. The association would have 
the commission's ordera final unless an 
appeal should be taken to the attorney 
general to institute prosecutions. 


Administration Balks Here. 
The administration shows no disposi- 
tion to yield on this point, however. At- 
torney McReynolds has taken a leading 
part in the framing of the pending trade 
commission bill and his influence is strong 
at the White House.

WOULD CODIFY PUBLICITY. 


Itemized Receipts Required of Con- 
gressional Candidates. 


Washington. D. C., July 9.—A cam- 
paign publicity bill, amending and codi- 
fying the present law regulating cam- 
paign contributions and expensé$, but 
making few chances of importance, was 
paesed by the house today by a vote 
of 183 to 19. Now the bill goes to the 
senate, where it may be changed mate- 
rially if it is accepted at all, 


Limits Funds Used. 
The. chief new feature of the measure 
is a provision to limit the money a po- 
litical committee may use for campaign 
purposes in any.state to an amount not 
exceeding the aggregate contributed to 
the committee by the actual residents 
of the state. Expenditures for campaign 
literature and speakers, however, would 
be exempted from this limitation. Can- 


from ten to fifteen days of primaries 
or elections, would be required to file 
itemized reports of all things of value 
recelyed for their campaign. 


Statements Required. 

‘In addition, every person, firm, or as- 
sociation, including state and local po- 
litical committees, e>.pending or prom- 
ising $50 or more for Influencing an elec- 
tion for senator or representative would 
have to file statemente, unless their con- 
tributions were Jisted in détailed reports 
required of the national organizations of 
policital parties. The party statements 
would be filed within ten to fifteen days 
prior to election, and “each six days 
the‘eafter until such election’ a sup- 
plemental report, showing names and 
addresses of contributors of $100 or more, 
would have to be forthcoming.

Contractors won't accept contracts here 
because of undesirable features. 

“ A fearless prosecution such as is con- 
templated by Mr. Wilkerson ought to 
make the rest of the country sit up and 
take notice. The moral affect will be 
great. There is an ample field in New 
York for similar prosecution and it is to 
be hoped that it will result.

FRED A. BUSSE. 

Fred A. Busse was powerfpl in politics in Chi- 
cago when the system was feudal. 
maries tended to democratize it, but when Busse 
was coming into power and prominence a boss was 
a boss, easy or hard, good, bad, or indifferent. He 
gave the’ word or a nod, maintained discipline, 
handed out jobs, went into conventions with the 
delegates, decided things in conference with other 
bosses who could give the word and who had dele 
gates. 1 

The bosses got and delivered. Their territory 
was marked out. If in it they ceased to get and 
deliver they ceased to be bosses, aud control of men 
Was one of the tests of their mastery. Busse had 
perfect control. 

Some of these men preferred to give office rather 
than hold it, but generally they took something im- 
portant themselves in the end, and Busse took the 
mayoralty. He had been state senator and there 
ruled the senate. He had been postmaster in Chi- 
cago, and an efficient one. He was elected mayor. 

Charles 8S. Deneen, who grew in political strength 
about the time Fred Busse was coming into control, 
had a fixed ambition to be governor. Lorimer was 
another power in those days. We doubt if the 
United: States senate entered into his ideas until a 
few months before he decided to take it. Likewise 
we doubt if Fred Busse ever thought df being 
mayor until a month or two prior to his nomination. 

These three men virtually controlled, Cook coun- 
ty, with their subordinates, ten years and more ago. 
When they divided their followings into two fac- 
tions and fought for control, Busse went with De- 
neen, and by going was responsible for the elimi- 
nation of Lorimer and the election of Deneen. 

Fred Busse did not like Deneen, but he gave his 
word to a man he did like that he would support 
the reform movement in Cook county politics, and 
there never was a time in the stubborn, deadlocked 
convention fight which followed when he faltered, 
although many of his followers pleaded with him 
to give his votes to Frank O. Lowden.

STREET CLEANING.

The subject of dry sweeping of streets is again 


being discussed in Chicago. What the wind doesn’t 
do in the matter of scattering dust, filth, and 
germs through a city a good dry sweeper, human 
or mechanical, will do. So Chicago is talking of 
doing better. Davenport long ago found the street 
flusher the best solution of the problem. Streets 
are flushed at night, when the process causes the 
least inconvenience, and we are getting along 
pretty well. One can’t do better than to advise a 
busy city like Chicago to take to heart the bit of 
advice that a foreign resident of New York ex- 
tended to Mayor Mitchel the other day:

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ULTRA-VIOLET RAYS. 


RAY of light is a complex com- 

pound. It is composed of many 

different colors and the spectrum 

splits it up into these simpler ele- 

ments. At one end of the spectrum 
are the long heat rays. At the other are 
the short rays of the violet, and beyond 
the end, aS we see it, is an ultra-violet 
zone, where the rays are too short to 
be seen by the human eye. 

Sunlight Kills bacteria: Most of the 
killing is done by the short rays. Now 
practical sanitarians are killing bacteria 
by using ultra-violet lamps. The scien- 
tists have concluded that these rays shake 
the bacteria to death as a rat terrier 
shakes a rat. The shaking is so vio- 
lent that some complex chemical sub- 
stances are shaken inte new chemical 
forms, 


—~o- 

Some bacteria are killed more easily 
than others. One great advantage isthat 
the spore-bearing bacteria, so hard to kill 
with heat and fairly hard to kill with 
chemicals, are easily killed by ultra-vio- 
let rays. On the other hand, molds are 
not killed by the rays. 

The method is especially valuable in 
sterilizing tap water. In such water it 
kills all the bacteria after a short ex- 
posure. It is just as effective with wine 
and beer. This method of sterilization 
should be well adapted to the water ster- 
ilizing plants of hospital operating rooms. 
It does not work with milk. If a solu- 
tion is turbid the rays do not work. If 
it is colored, but clear, they do work. 

Lamps producing ultra-violet rays are 
in general use for illuminating purposes. 
In fact, the lamp used to sterilize water 
is a modification of the Cooper-Hewitt 
mercury arc to be seen in printing estab- 
lishments and photograph galleries. 

~~ 

The California board of health concludes 
that there is practically no danger from 
telephone mouthpieces. Within a short 
while the hard rubber transmitter be- 
comes gummy and dirty and should there- 
fore be wiped off from time to time with 
a damp cloth. This, however, is because 
of esthetic considerations. 

Such disease germs as stick to the 
mouthpiece dry up and die. They do not 
fly as dust into the mouths of subsequent 
users. The board concludes that it is 
practically impossible to contract diph- 
theria or tuberculosis from public tele- 
phone mouthpieces.

B. H. M. writes: “‘ Will you kindly tell 
me what causes flatulency in the bowels 
and how to relieve it? What is to be 
dcne for falling hair? Are any of the 
‘hair vigors’ good, reliable remedies? 
What is the best remedy for peison oak? 
Why does it break out again every year 
about the same time?” 

REPLY. 

1. If you have simple fermentation you can 
relieve it by eating less bread, rice, potatoes, 
sugar, sweets, desserts, etc. If a radical change 
in your diet does not relieve you, you should 
see your physician. 

2. No hair vigor ie any good. Wash your 
acalp with soap and water several times a 
week. If the hair is too dry after the wash- 
ing, grease ft @ little. Brush your hair vig- 
crously with a clean brush several timesa day. 

8. One attack of poison oak dermatitis makes 
the skin more sensitive to the poleon. The. 
poison does not stay in the aywtem between at- 
tecks. There is contact with the vine before 
every attack. Bathe the poisoned parts with 
hot water, and dry carefully. Spreadichthyol 
ointment [10 per cent) on sterilized gauze, and 
bandage loosely or strap with adhesive plas- 
ter. Dressing should be changed twice daily. 
If the face is poisoned make a mask of gauze, 
cutting holes for the eyes, nose, and mouth.

The new distinction came just before 
Sir David and Lady Beatty's visit to St. 
Petersburg in connection with the official 
visit to Russian waters of the first cruiser 
squadron, which he commands. 

Their particularly gracious reception by 
the czar and czarina, despite all reports 
to the contrary, was due to the warrs 
regard in whch they are held by Queen 
Alexandra, by King George and by his 
consort. Lady Beatty is the daughter of 
the late Marshall Field of Chicago. 

The Beattys were fortunate enough te 
lease for several autumns in succession 
| one or the other of the castles within driv- 
ing distance of Balmoral, and as Sir David

He was employed in Egypt for several 
years under Lord Kitchener, and, when 
Admiral Sir Colin Keppel was wounded 
took command of the gunboat flotilla on 
the Nile, fighting the enemy with great 
persistence and courage and winning the 
Distinguished Service order. 

His promotion to the rank of commander 
came to him two years later as a reward 
for his gallantry in the battles of Atbara, 
and Omdurman in 1898. 

The boxer troubles and the siege of the 
foreign legations at Peking found him 
serving as commander on the battleship 
Barfleur in the China seas. So great 
were the pluck and resourcefulness which 
he displayed, particularly in connection 
with the capture of a couple of Chinese 
batteries at the head of a emall force of 
bluejackets, during which he was twice 
wounded, that he was promoted to the 
rank of captain, although but 290 years 
of age at the time.

He stands particularly well at the ad- 
miralty, which regards him as one of its 
most capable staff officers, and if his 
advancement continues at the present 
rate of progress it looks as if he were 
destined to attain the rank of admiral 
of the fleet, which is the naval equivalent 
of field marshal, long before he attains 
the age of 60.

LIQUOR IN CHOP SUEY RES-~ 
TAURANTS.

No license shall be issued for the keeping of 
any saloon or éramshop, where more than one 
room is to be used, unless all the rooms which 
it Is intended to use are directly connected, ad- 
jacent, and contiguous with and to each other, 
and upon the same floor; and every license is- 


‘sued for a saloon or dramshop shall describe 


and define with certainty the room or rooms in 
which such saloon or dramshop is to be con- 
ducted or maintained. No person licensed to 
keep a saloon or dramshop shall be permitted 
to sell, give away, or otherwise dispose of any 
intoxicating liquor of any kind whatsoever at 
any placé other than the place specifically de- 
scribed in his license, whether such place be 
in the same building or not; provided, nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to 
prevent any hotel! from serving intoxicating or 
spirituous liquors of ali kinds to its guests, on 
any floor of, or in any part of, such hotel, if 
such liquor so served shall be kept in and only 
served from the licensed bar or dramshop #- 
cated in and conducted by said hotel. The 
foregoing provision shall apply only to hotels 
conducted and maintained as such, Nothing 
herein relating to hotels is to be construed as 
removing from the operation of this article any

REMEDY FOR CATALPA ROT, 
Chicago, July 4.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—My catalpa trees seem to be 
rotting. The leavesare falling off. Whap 
shall I do? SILVA, 
The catalpas throughout the entire city ass 
affected with what is known as the catalps 
rot, a fungus disease, which practically works 
only on the cataipa. I don't recall any cage 
where the disease has been serious enough te 
kill the tree. It is very disagreeable in thet 
the leaves rot and fall to the ground. The best 
remedy is to spray the tree with a solution of 
Bordeaux mixture, applying {Lin a diluted 
form. The application of plenty of water to 
the feeding roots, which are not at the trunk, 
but rather six to ten feet out from the trunk 
of the tree, would help materially. This wa- 
tering can be done at any time of the day, bet 
it would be best to do it evenings and in the 
morning.

ANTI-TRUST LAWS. CITED. 


Lack of Mutuality in Contract Also 
, Pointed Out by Lawyer. 


Buffalo, N. Y¥., July 9.—The motion to 
vacate the injunction obtained against 
Hal Chase by the Chicago American 
League Baseball club restraining him 
from playing with the Buffalo Federal 
league club was argued before Supreme 
Court Justice Herbert P. Bissell here to- 
day. President James A. Gilmore of 
the Federal league attendec the hearing. 
Chase was not in court. 

Keene R. Addington of Chicago, per- 
sonal counsel for Chase, attacked the 
so-called ‘“‘ national agreement,”’ under 
which organized baseball operates. He 
characterized organized baseball as a 
combination contrary to dommon and 
statute law and e violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law in that it constitutes 
a traffic in players. 

In addition to alleged vivoiation of the 
Sherman law, Attorney Acklinhgton sought 
to show that the contract between Chase 
and organized baseball was void because 
This contention was 
based upon the ten day release clause. 
The hearing will be continued tomorrow. 


OSSIE SCHRECK IS DEAD. 


Rube Waddell’s Battery Partner 
Succumbs in Philadelphia—Once 
Played with White Sox. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., July 9.—Ossie Schrecken- 
gost, who won fame as the battery partner 
of Rube Waddell when the latter was star 
pitcher of Connie Mack's Philadelphia Ath- 
letics, died in a hospital] here today from a 
complication of diseases. 

‘‘ Schreck "" was about 40 years old. He 
was released by Philadelphia five years ago 
and quit the game shortly afterward. Ossie 
outlived his famous partner only a few months, 
for Waddell died in Texas last March. 

During his baseball career, Schreckengost 
played on teams at Williamsport, Pa.; Pall 
River. Mass.; Augusta, Me.: Cedar Rapids, 
la.: Youngstown, O.; Cleveland. St. Louis, 
Ruffalo, and Boston. After leaving the Ath- 
letics in 1909, he played for a short time with 
the Chicago Americans.

Suffragists Win ‘Everything 
They Ask,” at St. Paul 
Session. 


OR: JORDAN IS ELECTED

St. Paul, Minn., July 9.—(Special.}—The 
educational policies of the National Edu- 
cation association for the coming year 
were adopted today at the annual busi- 
ness session of the organization.

“ The association regards efficiency and 
merit, rather than sex, as the principle 
on which appointments and selections 
should be made, and therefore declares 
itself in favor of the political equality 
of the sexes and equal pay for equal serv- 
ices.”* 

Without a dissenting vote Dr. David 
Starr Jordan of Leland Stanford uni- 
versity was elected president of the asso- 
ciation for the ensuing year. Oakland, 
Cal., was chosen as the meeting place next 
year. 


Miss Haley Stirs Session. 

Some feeling broke out between the men 
and women when Miss Margaret Haley of 
Chicago asked if she had counted right 
when she counted only four women 
among the state ana termroriai directors. 
Voices of men throughout the hal! sought 
to drown hér voice. The men who were 
grouped around her stood up and demanda- 
ed that she be allowed to talk. President 
Joseph Swain secured order and an- 
nounced that her count was correct. 

Miss Haley did not push the matter, 
hagyever. Her committee on salaries and 
pensions had just been given an appro- 
priation of $1,000. The next highest ap- 
propriation for any committee was $500. 


Approve James’ Plan. 

The plan advocated by Edwin G. Cooley 
for a separate board to handle vocational 
education was looked upon with disfavor 
by the association. The plan of President 
Edmund J. James of the University of 
Illinois for a national graduate university 
supported by federal aid was approved. 

Another resolution directs attention to 
the satisfactory results reached in thé 
matter of physical inspection of children 
for health purposes. ‘The sympeth 
services of professionally educated nurses 
have commended the physical inspection 
of children in our public schools to par- 
ents. | 

Still another says: 

“ The association reaffirming its belief 
in the constructive value of education in 
sex hygiene, directs attention to the grave 


dangers, ethical and social, arising out of 
| @ sex consciousness, stimulated by undue 
emphasis upon sex probléms and relations. 
The situation ts so serious as to render 
neglect hazardous. 

“The association urges upon all par- 
ents the obvious duty of parental care 
and instruction in such matters and di- 
rects attention to the mistake of leaving 
such problems exclusively to the school.” 


Other Policies Favored. 

Among the other policies approved by 
the association are: 

Progress in simplifie@ spelling; larger 
use of the school plant! development of 
school playgrounds; establishing of pen- 
sions; arbitration and universal peace; 
training of children in an understanding 
of foreign relations; state and national 
support for vocationaleducation; a stand- 
ard version of our national songs; larger 
units 1: school organization and admin- 
istration.

Can a detective be the principal stock- 
holder in a saloon and still draw pay from 
the Chicago police department? ‘

service commission did not attempt to 
answer the question yesterday. 

Detective Jeremiah M. Collins of the 
detective bureau, however, answered the 
question (silently) several years ago. 
Even before any one had thought of ask- 
ing it Detective “ Jerry ” Collins was far- 


|sighted enough to have it “all thought 


out.” When a TRIBUN® reporter called 


j him up at one of his saloons the answer 


(which has been hidden away in aix dif- 
ferent places in the telephone book and 
four places in the city directory for five 
years) was on the tip of his tongue. _ 


“No Law Against It.” 

“ Sure,"’ said the detective, “ thereisno 
law against a detective owning the con- 
trolling stock in a saloon. There is no 
more difference in saloon stock than in 
railroad stock or steel stock, is there?” 

The reporter was unprepared to say. 
Then Detective Collins offered to show 
the articles of incorporation which 
“ohanged’’ his saloons from barrooms 
to a stock company. According to the ar- 
ticles of incorporation Detective Collins 
is the chief stockholder in the saloon and 
not the chief owner. 

The “ discovery ” of Detective Collins’ 
“interest "’ in several saloons on the 
south side was made when a TRIBUNE re- 
porter telephoned the desk sergeant at 
the Cottage Grove station. 

“Where can Detective Jerry Collins be 
found?” 

“ Why, ff he ain't at one of his saléons 
he might be at the detective bureau.” 


“Look in the Book.” 

“ Where are his saloons?” 

“ Look in the telephone book.” 

The reporter looked. Jeremiah M. Col- 
lins was listed as the owner of a saloon 
at 54 East Twenty-second gtreet, another 
one at 226 Bast Twenty-sixth street, and 
an office at 54 East Twenty-second street. 

The reporter called up the saloon at 54 
East Twenty-second etreet, in the levee. 
He held a short conversation with Detec- 
tive Collins. Detective Collins made this 
explanation:

In the 
meantime I had to live, so I started in the 
saloon business. I made a lot of money 
and established several other saloons.

“after five years I won my suit and 
was given back my job on the detective 
force. Then I went to my lawyer and 
explained to him that I owned the sa- 
loons. He drew up articles of incorpora- 
tion and made me the principal stock- 
holder.”

NATIVES WANT FREEDOM

Washington, D. C., July 9.—(Special.} 
—Conditions in the Philippines have be- 
come so acute that President Wilson 
and Mantel Quezon, resident commie- 
sioner of the Philippine islands in Wash- 
ington, held a long conference on the 
situation today. 

As a result the Nacionalista party. 
known in the islands as the “ Immediate 
Independence ” party, will join with the 
Wilson administration in an effort to 
maintain peace and prevent an ingurrec- 

tion, such as information given THE CH} 
CaGO TRIBUNE represents as being on the 
eve of breaking out. 

To prevent a serious outbreak in the 
near future, however, Commissioner 
Quezon Informed the president that i 
was extremely important that the United 
States take some action with regard to 
independence which would convince the 
Filipinos of the good intentions of this 
country. | 


Warning of Danger. 

Otherwise, he frankly said, it would be 
next to impossible to restrain the radical 
element from insurrection. 

He told the president he and his party 
colleagues were satisfied that the Jones 
bill, which is to be introduced this week, 
was as good as they could expect now! and 
if it was passed during the present con- | 
gress he would return to the islands toe 
aid in the movement to convince the Fil- 
ipinos it was for their benefit and to con- 
vey to them the message that greater

Nacionalistas Have Majority. 

Notwithstanding the conference today, 
the administration feels apprehensive 
over the situation. While the Quezon-

can be held inta wnethet ee 
bers of the party Can be kept 10 re nt 
when they learn how little progress has 
been made toward independence as 
against the great promises of the Demo- 
cratic party. | 

The Nacionalistas rose to power 
through their propaganda for immediate 
independence. Now that the leaders are 
planning toaccept a compromise progtam 
it is feared here a new indepencence 
party may start up which will break all 
old ties and cause no end of trouble. 
Should this party fall into the hands of 
the old military leaders, the outcome 
surely would be revolt. | 

No little of the unrest in the Philippines 
is due to the recent changes in the gov- 
ernment there, incidental to the inaugue 
ration last October of Gov. Gen. Harrison 
and the granting to the Filfpinos of @ 
majority on the Philippine commission.
